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The carryover of all kinds of cotton in the United States at the beginning 
of the 1998-99 marketing year (August 1, 1998) totaled 4,079,052 
running bales, according to the Bureau of the Census. This was up from 
3,985,409 bales on August 1, 1997. Upland cotton stocks totaled 
4,020,649 bales, including partially estimated “elsewhere” stocks of 
200,000 bales in transit to ports, warehouses, consuming establishments 
and Canada; on docks, on shipboard but not cleared, and other ports 
stocks not in warehouses or consuming establishments; and on farms, in 
merchant sheds and other private storage. American Pima stocks totaled 
58,403 bales. 


Carryover stocks at consuming establishments totaled 731,395 bales 
compared with 667,873 on August 1, 1997. August 1, 1998 stocks 
included 720,100 bales of upland, 11,295 bales of American Pima. 


Stocks in public storage, at compresses and “elsewhere” totaled 
3,347,657 bales on August 1, 1998, compared with 3,317,536 a year 
earlier. August 1, 1998 stocks totaled 3,300,549 bales of upland and 
47,108 bales of American Pima cotton.
